Inventions l/lll and II are related as process and apparatus for its practice. The 
inventions are distinct if it can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another materially different apparatus or by hand, or (2) the apparatus as 
claimed can be used to practice another and materially different process. (MPEP § 
806.05(e)). In this case the process as claimed can be practiced by another materially 
different apparatus or by hand, i.e., via various annealing/ion-exchange apparati such 
as a climate controlled oven and an ion-rich container. 

Inventions II and IV are related as apparatus and product made. The inventions 
in this relationship are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
apparatus as claimed is not an obvious apparatus for making the product and the

apparatus can be used for making a different product or (2) that the product as claimed 
can be made by another and materially different apparatus (MPEP § 806.05(g)). In this 
case the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different apparatus, 
i.e., salt treatments. 

Inventions I and III are related as mutually exclusive species in an intermediate- 
final product relationship. Distinctness is proven for claims in this relationship if the 
intermediate product is useful to make other than the final product (MPEP § 806.04(b), 
3rd paragraph), and the species are patentably distinct (MPEP § 806.04(h)). In the 
instant case, the intermediate product is deemed to be useful in other areas, i.e., such 
as thin-film transistor devices and the inventions are deemed patentably distinct since 
there is nothing on this record to show them to be obvious variants.

Inventions I/I 1 1 and IV are related as process of making and product made. The 
inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the 
process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product or (2) 
that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different process 
(MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case product as claimed can be made by another 
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and materially different process, i.e. process(es) utilizing various annealing/ion- 
exchange apparati such as a climate controlled oven and an ion-rich container. 

Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for the said Group(s) is not required for the other Group(s), restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper.
